With the manuscript is the following note by Henry Cruse Mur- 
phy :‘*The following pages were the result of researches made among the archives of the 
Netherlands during my sojourn at The Hague in 1857-61 for the purpose of obtaining 
any information to be found there in regard to the early explorations of the Dutch along 
the coast among the island[s] and on the main land of the United States. They contain 
the journal of the second voyage made by that people to our shores which was fitted out 
with reference in a certain contingency to the same design and under the same influence 
as that of Peter [Plancius ] — those contemplated in the first voyage under Henry Hud- 
son. Undertaken under different auspices, this voyage like that of Hudson had for its ob- 
ject the discovery of a northeast passage to the Indies, and only in the event of a failure 
to make any progress through the icy barrier in the north was it like him to turn to the 
west and reach the shores of New France. Meeting with similar obstacles as those which 
beset our first voyager, the two vessels engaged in this expedition turned their prows 
accordingly to the west and struck our coast nearly at the same point as that first seen by 
Hudson, that is on the coast of Nova Scotia (?) and then proceeding west and south along 
the shore, explored the coast of New England, doubled the point of Cape Cod and en- 
tered the water of Long Island Sound in the month of [d/ank] 1611. The occurrence of 
this voyage was known to our earlier writers, but it was not deemed by them of sufficient 
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importance to demand particular mention and therefore the particulars of it have been 
unknown.

Wilberforce Eames, from Mr. George Watson Cole’s Church Catalogue, u. No, 359: 


(1) In this state the map has not Smith’s coat of arms or motto in the lower right- 
hand corner; and is without the date 1606 below the scale; or that of 1607 under the 
picture of Powhatan. It should be observed that as this map naturally lies before the 
reader the north is at the right hand and the west at the top. 


(2) This state includes the additions of the coat of arms (without the motto) and the 
dates 1606 and 1607. 


(3) The motto is now under the coat of arms; and the degrees of latitude and longi- 
tude have been added, as well as four new names: Ta uerne rs roade, winstons Iles, Broo 
kes Forest, and Gunters Harbour. 


(4) In this state the new name Sparkes || content is first seen, with the first word above 
the hill and the second below it; also Demo crites || tree and Burtons || Mount, the two 
words of the latter being separated by the tree and mountain. 


(5) This state is the same as the Fourth, but the page numbers 1692 and 1693 have 
been added in the two upper corners.
